STATE. LEGISLATURES. 
The legislature of South Carolina, adjourn- 
ed on the 20tb ultimo. 
The legislature of New York assembled at 
Albany on Monday. 
The Legislature of Massachusetts met, 
by adjournment, on Wednesday the 3d of 
denuary. 
‘The legistatare of South Carolina has passed, 
a resolution, appropriating ten theusand dol- 
lars of six per eent stock, redeemable in 1850, 
for the relief of the family of Tuomas Jerrzr- 
son, ‘The resolution in the senate had but 
three negatives, and in the house of repre- 
sentatives it } ni ly. 
The general asseindly of the state of North 
Carolina, convened at Raleigh, on Monday, 
the 25th ult. Bartlett Yancey was elected 
speaker of the senate, and John Stanley 
speaker of the house of representatives. 
In the Ohio legislature the subject of re- 
ducing the members’ wages was one of the 
first brought forward for consideration. A 
motion was made to reduce the com i 
to 1 dollar 25 cents a day, which was lost by 
a majority of three votes only ; subsequently 
a bill was passed reducing it to 2 dollars a 
day. 
The legislature of Georgia has appropriated 
120,000 dollars for clearing out obstructions 
to wavigation in the rivers of that state. 
The resolution offered, some time ago, in 
the house of representatives of Georgia, re- 
commending General Jackson to the people 
of the United States, as a candidate for the 
pfesidency was called up by the mover on the 
12th uit, and finally passed, 101 voting in fa-

CONGRESS. 

A communication was received by the Se- 
nate of U. 8. on Friday week, trom the Vice 
President of the United States, stating that 
certain charges had been lodged against him 
in one of the executive departments, and had 
been announced through one of the newspa- 
pers ot the «istrict, accusing him of a gross 
violation of his duty while Secretary of War, 
and challenging the freest investigation on 
the part of the house into his official con- 
duct. ‘The letter was beard with profound 
attention, and was referred to a committee 
to consist of seven members, to whom was 
delegated the power to send for persons and. 
papers. Both houses adjourned till Tues- 
day. 

The President has laid before congress 
various despatches from Mr. Poinsett, Ame- 
rican minisier at Mexico, relating to the pro- 
ceedings of the congress of Panama. 

The Secretary of State has informed con- 
gress, that the boundary between this coun- 
try and Mexico, and the restoration of slaves 
who have escaped from Louisiana to that re- 
public, have been the subjects of negotiation 
with her, and that a treaty embracing one of 
them has been concluded, though not yet rati- 
fied. 

Mr, Macon has been elected President pro- 
tempore of the Senate. The consideration of 
the Bankrapé bill was resamed, 

Inthe House Mr. Webster reported a bill 
to establish a uniform system of bankruptcy, 
which he gave notice of his intention to call 
upon the 17th of January, Mr. Livingston 
offered a resolution appropriating 50,000 
dollars to purchase provisions fur the Greeks.

But while thousands who give to the Journal 
and Leger, this carcful examieution, and are 
mindful of the income and eutgo of dollars 
and cents to their minutest balance, how few 
set their minds in order, or contemplate the 
moral results of a year’s association with their 
feliow men—how few inquire the sum of 
their mental att-inments, or desire to ascer- 
tain whether the balance is fur or against 
them.

ing any especial act of goodacss, or witness 
ing an increase of virtuous resolutions. -—- 
Who is he that will say the past twelve 
Menthe have been designated to him as pecu- 
larly fruitéal of good words and work»—and 
May we not fear that a close examination of the 
labours, and acquirements of time used, and 
time abused, would cause !oo many to ex 
Claim, “I’ve lust a year!” But, while 
Many of us have cause for self reproaches in 
tarrying by the way, ** Nature, and Nature’s 
God,” have spread befure us the abundance 
of productive seasens, of successful labours, 
of individual and national prosperity, abun- 
dantly supplying us with means of useful- 
hess, and with opportunities for their frequent 
ond most profitable exercise. Our fertile soil 

teemed with unusual sbundance—our 
Sountry has been spared the ravages of sick- 
ness, and wherever man bas consulted his 
Own happiness, by repressing his inordi- 
Rate passions, gud stulying rewson there se- 


ial Interconrae, wd Comosic enjoveent have | 
pre-eminently abyunded. ‘The sciences have | 
found amid our free institutions a most con! 
genial atmosphere, wi the arts by the perse- | 
verance of the ingenious, and the fostering 
care cf the munificent, will soon seek a home 
with kindred sciences. 

It weuld be needless for any Ameriean to 
laud the excellence of our government or the 
wisdom of its administration ; it is the admira- 
tion of the oppressed, and the feer of the op- 
ptessors of the old world; and all cireumstan- 
ces conspire to prove that nothing but our 
own folly can make it otherwise. Biest with 
health, peace and plenty, there is much cause 
for felicitations, and with the honest policy 
of our nation, there is every reason for hoping 
for a continuance and increase of the bless- 
ings. 

As citizens of Pennsylvania, we have like- 
wise much cause for congratulation. If our 
state-has not, on the whole, exhibited that ac- 
tive spirit of improvement which has actuated 
some of its not more favoured neighbours ; 
still it has maintained that good faith which it 
has inherited from its peaceful and upright 
founder; and the soil that was received 
from ite sboriginal holders, has been se- 
cured to its present possesscrs without litiga- 
tion and without dispute.

The 
poor we have always with us, and Provklence 
thus furnishes us the luxury of doing, as well 
as of recening good. These miseries are in- 
herent in our nature, or necessarily dependent 
upon the state of society in which we live. 
Those blessed with the coinforts ef life, will 
find their comforts increased to blessings, 
when they minister from them to the wants 
and weaknesses of their suffering kind. The 
unusual inclemency of the season will multi- 
ply the instances of misery, and consequently 
increase the opportunities of doing good, 

The sighs of the destitute, the groans of the 
widow and the fatherless, will not, we think, 
ascend in vain in this state ;—and if we have | 
wandered from the beaten path of New-Year’s 
felicitations, we shall stand excused that it 
wasin the cause of the afflicted. ‘That these 
may be rare, and diminished, is our sincere 
wish ; that their causes may not reach the fa- 
mily circle of our Patrons is ardently desired

Salt springs, which are found in abundance 
in the Western part of these states, are com. | 
mon to all countries. The salt springs of! 
Cranche Compte, in France, are said to be} 
somewhat remarkable. They are situated in a | 
deep cavern, to which accesa is easy by al 
flight of same sixty sieps, at the bottem of 
which the traveller enters upen an arched 
room, forty feet in length, and thirty-two | 
width. Ina room leading from this are six 
salt springs, issuing from the same rock, | 
which, with others, empty into a large basin. 
The water from this basin, is conveyed in 
buckets into very large reservoirs, one of | 
which holds 15,000 and three others 25,000 
Bogsheads, From these it is drawn off into | 
small cisterns tor boiling. The water from 
these springs yields three ounces of salt, for 
every pound of water, Besides the salt springs 
there are in the same cave severe fresh water

FEEDING CATTLE. 

Regularity with regard to feeding cattle, is 
of more consequence than superficialthink- 
era, who are not acquainted with the ies 
can possibly imagine. If cattle mias thelr ordi- 
nary meals, they will fret away more flesh in 
half an hour, than you can put on again in a 
week, or thereabouts. Feeding cattle is like 
rowing a boat against a current—if you miss 
a stroke or two, you not only cease to ad- 
vance, but are driven backwards, If you have 
reason to apprehend that you have less fod. 
der than your stock would consume, if you 
laid no embargo on their appetites, you will 
nevertheless be careful how you attempt, in 
the fore part of the season, to put in force a 
non-imtercourse act between your cattle's 
mouths and the haymow. If they must be 
stinted with regard to eatables, (which we 
hope is not the case) put off the evil day till 
the latter part of winter. “ Cattle,” said Dr. 
Deane, ** are more liable to be pinched with 
the cold in December and January than after. 
watds. And no man knows hew favourable 
the latter part of winter may be, Advantage 
also may be made of browsing ia the latter 
more than the former part of the winter, as 
the buds have then begun to swell, and the 
twigs have more sap in them than before.”
